Please explain why Lot is called Abram’s brother’s son 
in Genesis 12:5 and is called Abram’s brother in Genesis 


14:16.—G. B.S. 


There is no discrepancy between these two scriptures. 
*Genesis 11:27 says that Terah was the father of Abram, 
‘Nahor, and Haran, and that Haran was the father of Lot. 

This would make Lot the nephew of Abram. Lot is called 
the brother of Abram in Genesis 14:16 because they were 
of the same family. Terah was the father of Abram and 
the grandfather of Lot, which made them sons of the 
same man according to the language of the Bible, which 
often calls a person the son of some ancestor even though 
several generations separate them. In this manner Jesus 
was called the son of David. The Jews were called the 
children of Abraham. Amram and Jochebed were called 
the children of Levi. In the language of the Scriptures, 
Abram and Lot were brothers because they belonged to 
the same family with common foreparents.

Thanksgiving time and harvest time go hand in hand, 
for man has always been brought to a consciousness of 
God’s blessings as year after year he reaps the bounties 
of God’s blessings. From the time of the Israelites until 
today the fruit of man’s fields have forced him to bow in 
thanksgiving before the Almighty. 
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It may be proper for us to place in juxtaposition our 
nation with the other nations of the earth, and see how 
exalted, how desirable our position, as a people, when 
contrasted with theirs. But from this side of the picture, 
let us look to our own land; here, where the rose of health 
is upon the national cheek; here, where with peace the 
bounty of God has blessed us as never in the past; here, 
where the Government stands secure; where laws are ex- 
ecuted; where peace reigns, with a standing army to de- 
fend millions of people on scattered frontiers.

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WONDER,” thought Bill Arey, “why that man 

keeps blowing his horn!” 

Looking intohisrear view mirror as he was hurry- 
ing to keep a business appointment, Bill Arey, a member 
of the Chattanooga camp of Gideons, not only heard the 
man in the Cadillac b@hind blowing his horn, but he was 
waving his hand as well. 

It was still fifteen miles from the place of his appoint- 
ment at five o’clock, and he was intent on hurrying to 
keep that appointment, even though he would have dif- 
ficulty in making it at the time agreed. The horn of the 
car behind kept blowing, and the man driving the car be- 
hind kept waving. Finally, Bill, who had once been held 
up at the point of a gun, pulled over to the side of the 
road. 

The man in the Cadillac stopped behind him, got out 
of his car and said, “Are you a Gideon?” 

Bill said, “Yes.” 

The man said, “Would you come into my car and talk 
to my wife and me?” 

Bill did. Bill went into his car. 

The man said, “I suppose you wonder why I urged you 
to stop. Let me tell you... .” 

Then Dave Evans, the driver of the 1953 Cadillac, told 
Bill Arey, the Gideon of Chattanooga, that he had left 
home at the age of fifteen, and that it had been thirty- 
two years since he had seen his relatives. A few days 
earlier he had received a letter from his sister telling that 
his mother was dying at her home in Rocky Mount, North 
Carolina. Mr. Evans told Bill he had never been to church, 
and that he had never had a Bible in his hands, but that 
en route from Texas to Rocky Mount, North Carolina, 
they had stopped the previous night at a motor court in 
Jackson, Mississippi. There he saw a Bible placed by the 
Gideons, and he began to thumb through it, reading here 
and there in the Old Testament and finally ending up by 
reading a considerable portion from the book of Romans. 


MR. EVANS told Bill that the Lord had been 
wrestling with him all that day from the time they left 
Jackson, Mississippi, until just outside of Chattanooga, 
Tennessee. As Bill passed them, Mr. Evans saw the Gi- 
deon emblem that Bill carried on the rear of his car. Mr. 
Evans thought he must be one of the fellows who put 
that Bible in the motor court which he read the night 
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before in Jackson. It was for that reason he was so anxi- 
ous to have Bill stop so he might talk with him. He was 
so distressed in soul. 

Bill spent an hour and a half with Mr. and Mrs. Evans, 
showing them from the Word of God how they might be 
saved. After Dave Evans prayed the publican’s prayer, he 
said that he knew Christ as his Saviour and that the fol- 
lowing Sunday he would attend a church service and 
there confess the Lord Jesus as his Saviour from sin. 

I wondered what happened to the man whom Bill was 
to meet, so I asked him. 

Bill said that he drove up to the appointed place. A 
few minutes later the man whom he was to have met at 
five o’clock drove up and apologized for being late. 

Wasn’t it amazing how the Lord directed—first, in see- 
ing that there was a Bible in the motor court in Jackson, 
Mississippi, when Mr. Evans was on his way to see his 
dying mother? Mr. Evans was ready to turn to God’s 
Word and, then, the Lord really directed when He wres- 
tled with Mr. Evans throughout the day and brought this 
Gideon to his attention in the late afternoon. We thank 
God that it was a Gideon who could lead a soul to the 
Lord Jesus. And then there was the way in which the 
Lord directed the Gideon and his prospect with reference 
to. the matter of his appointment. 

This is only one example of many that have come to 
the attention of Gideons as a result of placing a Bible in 
a hotel or motel guest room, a Bible in a penal institu- 
tion, a New Testament beside a hospital cot, or a New 
Testament in the hands of nurses, service men, and 
school children. 

The Gideons are a band of 17,000 men who know the 
Lord Jesus, who are members of the church, who make 
that a condition for membership, and who are interested 
in winning souls to the Lord and sowing the seed, which 
is the Word of God (Luke 8:11), in strategic areas where 
there is a succession of readers or in the streams of na- 
tional life.

THE TEACHING PROCESS 


IF YOU ARE to be a successful teacher, you 
S must do more than hold attention—you must do more 
than merely present information. You must stimulate 
\ your pupils to take in what you teach and make it part 
, of themselves. The Law of the Teaching Process puts it 
this way: the teacher must direct the self-activities of the 
pupil and, as a rule, tell him nothing he can learn for 
himself. 

3 This is the very heart of teaching. Success depends 
} first of all on stimulating the thinking of the pupil; sec- 
ond, on arousing a spirit of inquiry within him; and 
; third, on getting the pupil to work.

( summary, a retelling of the lesson with the aid of simple 
} drawings or participation in a discussion. In any case, 
make sure at the beginning of the class period that the 
pupils know what response will be expected; then allow 
plenty of time for this part of the lesson. 

Equally important is the matter of arousing a spirit 
of inquiry. This may be done by means of skillful ques- 
tioning with an eye to keeping the “why” element always 
in the foreground. Pupils should also be encouraged to 
ask questions. In each case the teacher should encourage 
the pupil to discover as much as possible of the answer 
himself. The effective teacher will not try to answer every 
question, but will let other members of the class answer 
whenever possible, or will become a discoverer of truth 
with his pupils, leading them in their search for answers. 
Although time may not permit the answering of every 
question in class, each question should be recognized and 
given some kind of satisfactory answer, if only the as- 
surance that it will be answered at a later session or in 
2 Doersonai conversation. 

Getting the pupil to work is also an important step in 
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the teaching process. Pupils learn by doing—but the good 
teacher is careful that his pupils know why they are 
engaged in a project and how it fits in with the lesson. 
Building a model tabernacle, for example, is a splendid 
way of learning what the Old Testament teaches concern- 
ing Christ’s work on the cross for us, but it can be merely 
an exercise in carpentry if the handwork is not carefully 
related to the lesson. 

Often a class may be put to work effectively by assign- 
ing research projects. In older age groups discussion is a 
worth-while activity. In addition to these there are op- 
portunities within the Sunday School itself to practice 
what pupils are being taught about prayer, re.ding the 
Bible, and worship. Such experience is an important part 
of the teaching process. Never be satisfied to have your 
class take in the lesson Sunday after Sunday without 
their doing something about it. Always encourage your 
pupils to pass on to others what they themselves have 
learned. 


THE LEARNING PROCESS 


THE NEXT STEP in successful teaching— 
and the next in the series of subjects discussed in the 
filmstrips on “Successful Teaching”’—is the Law of the 
Learning Process: the pupil must reproduce in his own 
mind the truth to be learned. 

“Wait a minute!” you exclaim. “I can present the facts. 
I can even try to make them interesting, and encourage 
my pupils to think and to work, but this step is up to 
each pupil!” 

True! But as a good teacher you can help your pupils 
greatly even here. First, however, you must have in mind 
the process by which the mind: grasps and digests ma- 
terial. 

Five steps are usually involved in the case of Bible 
study. Let us see how they work in a very simple instance 
where a pupil learns John 1:12. 

Often the first step’is memorizing. So in this instance 
the. pupil will learn to recite John 1:12 letter perfect: 
“But as many as received him to them gave he power to 
become the sons of God, even to them that believe on his 
name.” 

The pupil will not go on to the second step, that of 
understanding, however, until he knows what the verse 
means. The third step will be the ability to express the 
thought in his own words, perhaps something like this: 


At. least five steps are involved in learning. The first is mem- 
orizing; the last, the applying of what has been learned. 
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“That means that when anybody believes on the Lord Je- 
sus Christ and takes Him into his heart, he is a child of 
God.” 

The fourth step will come as the pupil sees in th 
passage an answer to the question, “Why?” “It is true 
that a person can become a child of God by believing on 
Christ,” he may reason, “because that’s what the Bible 
says.” The final step, that of applying the truth of the 
lesson, will come only when the pupil himself decides that 
he will claim the promise and take the Lord Jesus into 
his own heart. 

You can best help your pupils by encouraging them to 
ask questions and by leading them step by step through 
this process from taking in the facts to applying what 
theyhave learned. 

First, encourage the pupil to consider what the lesson 
says. What are the facts presented? What people are in- 
volved? What places and events are highlighted? 

When the pupil has grasped the content of the lesson— 
and this next step is important—he should be led to con- 
sider its meaning. This in turn should make it possible 
for him to express the lesson in his own words. Until he 
can thus summarize what he has been taught, there is no 
real evidence that he has learned what has been pre- 
sented. 

Next the pupil should be encouraged to evaluate the 
lesson for himself and form his own opinions and con- 
victions. ; 

And finally, of course, he should be faced with the all- 
important question, “How can I apply this knowledge?” 
Pupils should be helped to see that lessons have very 
practical applications in their everyday lives—at home, 
in school, at work or wherever their tasks may take them. 

Such, after all, is your objective in teaching—not mere- 
ly to present information, but to lead the individual to 
the point where he will accepi Christ, and then to help 
him live in and for Christ every day. 


REVIEW AND APPLICATION 


AT LEAST one more impertant tool remains 
which is known and used by every successful teacher. 
This is the review. It adds the final touch to the teaching 
process, provides a test as to the effectiveness of the 
work which has been done, and confirms the teaching al- 
ready accomplished. 

A good teacher reviews first of all because he knows

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the power of repetition—what is repeated often enough 
will be remembered. At the same time review provides 
an excellent way of finding out how much your pupils 
have learned. It shows how effective your teaching is and 
how well your pupils are grasping what is being taught. 


In addition, review provides a made-to-order oppor- 
tunity for correcting false impressions. The child who 
told his parents he had studied about a bad old flea at 
Sunday School after a lesson on the passage, “The wicked 
flee when no man pursueth,” would probably have been 
set straight during a review. Review is also useful for 
stressing important points, and for relating the lesson of 
the day to past lessons and those yet to come. 

If reviewing fills such an important role, how then 
should you review—and when? Experienced teachers find 
that review may fit into any part of the teaching period. 
At the beginning of the class a review of the previous 
lesson is in order. During the class, a review of portions 
of the lesson just considered helps fix certain points firm- 
ly in mind. The closing minutes of class provide oppor- 
tunity to review the entire lesson for the day. 

At least six different methods of review may be used 
from time to time. 

1. Summary by the teacher. 

2. Recitation in which the pupils retell the lesson in 

their own words. 

3. Questions and answers. 

4. Written review in which the pupil writes down what 

he has learned. 

. Discussion in which the whole class joins. 

. Handwork—perhaps the most effective method for 
younger children, provided the handwork used ties 
in closely with the lesson material and the pupils 
clearly understand this connection. 

As the filmstrip on “Review and Application” points out, 
each of the previously mentioned laws of teaching is of 
vital importance—the Law of the Teacher, the Law of the 
Pupil, the Law of the Language, the Law of the Lesson, 
the Law of the Teaching Process, and the Law of the 
Learning Process. Indeed, you will be successful as a 
teacher only to the degree which you use these laws in 
your teaching. But the true measure of your success will 
lie not only in how well you have taught, but how well 
your pupils have learned. Constant review will help them 
retain the material they should take into their lives. At

The home, the 

Church, the school, the nation—we did not 

build these institutions; we inherited them. The steam- 

Ship, telephone, automobile, radio, medicine, Bach’s mu- 

sic, and the modern conveniences for the home, for the 

shop, and for the office—we did not create these bless- 

ings; we inherited them. The Bible, Shakespeare, Dickens, 

Emerson—we did not write these books; we inherited 

them. We reap today the rich harvest sown by those who 
have gone before us. . 

Almost invariably these things have been won for us 
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by tremendous effort and sacrifice. They are never to be 
taken for granted. Sometimes we take our Church as a 
matter of course, as though it had come to us easily. 
The Church is here today because people before us have 
suffered and died to preserve and increase it. Our Chris- 
tian inheritance has been bought for us with a price. 
The conveniences that we enjoy in our parsonages, in our 
churches, the great financial system of the Church, the 
great organization that now exists as a government of 
God—we did not by our work bring it to where it is; we 
have inherited it. 


THE SECOND LESSON follows logically from 
the first. Without us they cannot be made perfect. Those 
who have gone before are counting on us to carry on their 
work. We think of the ones who have fought the battles, 
done pioneer work, slept on the schoolhouse floors, 
preached under brush arbors, and gone hungry that the 
Church of God might be what it is today. We remember 
those soldiers who have fought the battles and won the 
victory that we might still worship God according to the 
dictates of our conscience, that we might worship under 
the Stars and Stripes, that we might be privileged to live 
in a land of freedom of religion, of the press, and of 
speech. 

A man was once watching an old umbrella mender 
at his work. He noticed with what care he pursued his 
task. The man’s curiosity was aroused, and he asked the 
umbrella mender why he was so conscientious—was he 
afraid the work might be turned back? “No,” said the old 
man. “Few people ever take the trouble to see whether 
the work is well or poorly done.” “Then,” continued his 
questioner, “is it because you expect business from the 
same people in the future?” “No. I never come again to 
the same town.” “Well,” asked the man, “what is the ex- 
planation? Why are you so conscientious?” The old man 
answered, “It is for those who come after me. If I put on 
shoddy cloth or do bad work, the people will find it out 
soon, and the next mender who comes along will get the 
cold shoulder or bulldog.” 

Shall we not pass on to our successors a stronger 
church, a finer nation, a better world? In no better way 
can we express our gratitude to those who have preceded 
us. 


WE THINK of the pilgrims and the origin of 
Thanksgiving Day. To many of us in America today, this 
Pilgrim tradition is not so direct as it is to some of the 
rest of us. Let it be said that the Pilgrim story is a rep- 
resentative story. This group of people who came to Ply- 
mouth in 1620, with their ideals and their purposes, and 
endured so much, is representative of other groups who 
came to many places in our America, with their ideals 
and their dreams. 

All who came were pilgrims, and all made their sacri- 
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fices, establishing their traditions in this new land, all 
uniting in pouring into the life of this land, over three 
hundred years now, a stream of memory, of vision, of 
dedication, of toil, sacrifice and suffering, of high tri- 
umph that makes us most significantly what we are as 
a people. So, as we talk about the Pilgrims of Plymouth, 
let it be understood that we talk about all the people 
who have given much to all that we cherish in the tra- 
dition of this beloved land. 

We should feel closely akin to the Pilgrims, for they 
were much like us, at least much like what we should be. 
We, too, are pilgrims, for the Christian life is a perpetual 
pilgrimage. Throughout the Bible, the pilgrim character 
is a dominant note. Think of the patriarchs Abraham, 
Isaac, Joseph, Joshua, David, and Solomon—all were pil- 
grims on the earth. If we are to live up to the great 
heritage, we must join the pilgrim band, for not only in 
American history, but in the entire history of Christen- 
dom, the keynote has been the procession of pilgrims. 
Through the Old Testament and through the New Testa- 
ment we find the same—pilgrims traveling to a city, toa 
better country. 

We find the same thought when we turn the pages of 
the hymn book. The writers point out the same truth in 
such songs as “Forward Be Our Watchword,” “Onward, 
Christian Soldiers,” “Guide Me, O Thou Great Jehovah,” 
“Pilgrim Through This Barren Land,” “Faith of our Fath- 
ers Living Still,” and, as we hear them still ringing down 
through the corridors of time, the singers of today pick 
up the words and sing through inspiration, through faith 
in God, with dependence in God. 

The greatest book of the popular literature of Christian 
man through the centuries—Pilgrim’s Progress—gives ex- 
pression to the same spirit. When we think of the word 
“pilgrim,” we think of him who has forsaken all to follow 
Jesus. We think of that one who has forsaken houses and 
lands, father and mother, brother and sister, turned his 
back upon everything, and dedicated himself to God. Not 
only is he a pilgrim, but he exemplifies progress. Of 
course, when we think of progress, that considers vision. 
For a pilgrim to succeed, or a Christian to succeed, he 
must have a vision. Does that book offer inspiration and 
instruction? Are we any farther along now than were 
the Pilgrims in 1620 in the things that count, thoughts of 
the mind and visions of the heart? Have we that deter- 
mination to fight the battle through to the end? 


LET US REFLECT for a few moments on the 
voyage of that group of people who were leaving their 
homeland. They braved the storms; they braved dis- 
couragement. As we look at the rock-bound coast around 
Plymouth where the Pilgrims landed, the question may 
be asked, “What can such land produce? For what can 
newcomers hope? What will it profit to come to this 
country?” But we hear the answer ringing back, “This 
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land produced character.” We have a precious heritage 
that has come down to us from a heroic past. We must 
constantly examine that heritage lest much that is fine 
and beautiful be lost, for the heritage will be lost unless 
it is carried on in us. 

Then we all look back to that memorable occasion with 
grateful hearts, and our vision seems to be made clearer 
when we reflect upon the sacrifices and the courage of 
this group of people, our country’s founders, to face the 
problems of everyday living, to face the bleak and cold 
winter, to face the barren land, the rocky soil, the dis- 
couragement; yet, unfalteringly they trudged ahead. We 
may ask the question, “What was it that made the Pil- 
grims what they were?” The answer is, “The very same 
thing that makes a true Christian what he is.” It is vision. 
We have to decide whether we are going to have a pur- 
pose, as Americans, for this nation; whether we are going 
to have a purpose, make a decision, and control history, 
or whether we are going to be pushed around to drift 
hither and yon as situations may arise and impinge up- 
on our lives. There is all the difference in the world in 
having a vision and going out to compel it to its conclu- 
sion, and just sitting around in a complaining passive- 
ness, taking what we must because we have no real vision 
of what we seek. 

The passengers of The Mayflower were not satisfied to 
stay in England and to think of the liberty that could 
be had, but they were willing to face sacrifices and the 
discomforts and perils and loss of life itself. They aroce 
and left their homeland, sought out a new world, where 
their vision of freedom and of opportunity of great ful- 
fillment became a reality. So is the Christian man or 
woman, boy or girl that is willing to cut loose from every- 
thing and step out for God, making a complete dedica- 
tion of themselves and of their talents to face the frowns 
of an ungodly world, but looking beyond that horizon 
with that vision and courage, they see something in the 
distance that urges them on. 

No, it is not all flowery beds of ease in this pilgrimage; 
neither was it flowery beds of ease in the pilgrimage of 
these early founders. After they had landed here on 
American soil, the first winter was a winter of horror, 
destitution, disease and death. They barely survived, but 
they endured. Through all the sickness and starvation 
they endured, because they had a vision. 

When The Mayflower went back to England in the 
spring, not one who had survived went back with her to 
the security and comfort of their old homeland. They 
had a vision which they chose to make good in a situa- 
tion that would have daunted any but the most resolute 
souls. They made history. They did not simply let history 
happen to them. And so are we today—we are makinz 
history. Many are the multitudes that have stepped out 
and faced the opposition to say, “I have forsaken all to

the same time review will be invaluable to you as a teach- 
er in showing where and how you need to adjust your 
emphasis to teach your group effectively. 


THE FINAL TEST 


THE FINAL TEST of your teaching cannot 
after all be fully measured by what takes place in your 
class—either by the way you teach or by what your pupils 
learn. The final test lies in what takes place in their lives 
after they leave Sunday School. All the various steps 
which go to make up good teaching are directed toward 
the one goal of acquainting and helping those in your 
class come to know Jesus Christ as their personal Saviour 
and Lord of their daily lives. 

To do this a teacher needs to be far more than a per- 
son who knows the mechanics of using the laws of teach- 
ing. First, he needs to have experienced God’s redeeming 
love, to know the Lord Jesus Christ as his own Saviour 
and to be conscious of having been born again. 

A good teacher must also have an unshakeable convic- 
tion as to the value of a human soul, remembering the 
price paid on Calvary to redeem the soul of each member 
of his class. He needs to have faith in God’s power to re- 
veal Christ to his pupils and to transform their lives in 
spite of every difficulty. 

The successful teacher must also be enthusiastic about 
his work every day, in spite of discouragements. Day by 
day the needs of his pupils should be upon his heart. He 
must see their need not only of knowing Christ as their 
personal Saviour, but of living for Him in their daily lives. 
The successful teacher is therefore concerned about the 
home life of his pupils, their habits of play, their moral 
standards, their citizenship, their use of the talents which 
God has given them. He is concerned for their steward- 
ship, their prayer lives, their reliance on the Bible and 
their missionary vision. 

With such concern, he very naturally finds himself us- 
ing every means at his command—not only the principles 
of effective teaching, but prayer and personal interest. 
He knows that his job is not only to teach the Sunday 
School lesson, but prayerfully, patiently, lovingly, confi- 
dently to be used of God in molding lives for the Lord 
Jesus. He is a laborer together with God in the building 
of lives.

follow Jesus. Lord, I’ve started to walk in the light shining 
upon my pathway from heaven so bright.” Is not this 
heroic example of our country’s early founders a lesson 
for our time? Are we going to choose the kind of world for 
which we will work? Are we going to meet with all the 
resolution we have, the forces and challenges of our 
time? Are we going to do what we can to bring the world 
we want, no matter what difficulties and discontentments 
may arise? That is the thing for America now in this 
hour, for this time and for the days ahead when there is 
war and when there is bloodshed, when there is sin, when 
there is evil, when there is ungodliness, when there is 
hypocrisy, when there is greed. On every hand there are 
the things of the world, there is ungodliness and sin. It 
is for us to decide. 


Tr IS A GREAT and precious heritage to 
approach life with great vision, a heritage by too many 
forgotten, so that there is pilgrims’ progress. They had 
great vision. They had also great faith. Has there been 
any progress in faith since the Pilgrims? 

Many times we merely look at the people who came 
over on The Mayflower as ancestors, and we have for- 
gotten to look at them as people. They were human beings 
on that ship. They have become such heroic figures that 
we have forgotten who they really were. They were not 
mighty; they were not noble. They were just a small 
company of commonplace people. They were out of east- 
ern counties of England, small tradesmen, artisans, ev- 
eryday folk—not governors, generals, professors, million- 
aires; but farmers, laborers, millers, tinkers, shoemakers, 
bakers. They were even as you and I, but they had a great 
faith. They were caught up in a power of great vision, 
backed by passionate religious conviction and the ambi- 
tion to serve worthily as children of God. Because of their 
faith they were lifted out of their commonplaceness into 
heroic stature. Because of this faith, they have laid a spell 
upon all following generations. Because of this faith, 
things didn’t just happen to them; they made things 
happen. So have men and women who have been filled 
with God caused things to happen. They have made his- 
tory; they have been heroic; they have stood the test; 
they have endured; they have suffered; they have had 
vision; they have had faith. Is not this a lesson to each 
of us to take God into all our considerations? 

Can we cause a Thanksgiving in our own lives? We 
have material blessings, spiritual blessings, Christian her- 
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itage, beautiful country, peaceful neighbors, freedom of 
worship, in our home country. They were strangers, far 
from home, had come across stormy seas, landed on a 
barren coast, faced a bleak winter; many of their num- 
ber starved, froze; they met with adversity, difficulty, 
pain, sorrow, and loss. They had known the sufferings 
of mankind experimentally, still they carried on and ap- 
pointed a day of thanksgiving to Almighty God in which 
they remembered the hand of providence that had guid- 
ed them safely across the stormy seas, had caused the 
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“Good wife, what are you singing for?

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SUCCESSFUL SUNDAY SCHOOL 
MEET HELD 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minnesota (EP) — 
Sunday School history was made at 
the recent 8th Annual National Sun- 
day School Convention held in Munic- 
ipal Auditorium, Minneapolis, Minne- 
sota. Over 2,500 delegates registered 
and twice as many visitors gathered 
from 30 states and Canada, represent- 
ing practically every Protestant de- 
nomination. Besides the 8 major con- 
vention sessions, the audience divided 
into 12 workshop meetings each morn- 
ing and afternoon, covering 60 dif- 
ferent phases of Christian education. 


Dr. Harold Erickson, pastor of the 
First Evangelical Free Church, Rock- 
ford, Illinois, was elected president of 
the NSSA. Dr. Warren Filkin, North- 
ern Baptist Seminary, was chosen vice 
president. Re-elected for secretary was 
Mr. Victor Cory, Chicago businessman, 
and for treasurer Rev. J. Clair Peters, 
of the United Brethren Publishing 
House, Huntington, Indiana. A budget 
of $31,500 was adopted for 1954. 

Saturday’s parade showed profes- 
sional supervision and artistry from 
first to last. In the lead car was Mayor 
Eric Hoyer, followed by 20 beautiful 
floats and marching units. The pa- 
rade ended at the Municipal Auditor- 
ium for a mammoth children’s rally, 
where Dr. Warren Filkin entertained 
with gospel magic and taught the 
thousands of boys and girls who had 
0 baaataaae in and watched the pa- 
rade. 

The ccmmission on Christian edu- 
cation sometimes spoken of as the 
Professor’s Secticn of the NSSA met 
Monday and Tuesday prior to the 
C_nvention proper. They voted to 
change their name to the Commission 
on Research and Christian Education, 
which more properly describes their 
purpose and activity. Some 50 profes- 
sors of Christian education gathered 
from nearly as many Christian schools 
to discuss the philosophical problems 
of the Sunday School and religious 
education. 


EGYPT OPENING DOOR ON 
CHURCH CONSTRUCTION 

CAIRO, Egypt (EP)—The Egyptian 
Interior Ministry has ordered that 
permits be granted immediately to the 
Jewish Community Council in Alex- 
andria and to various Christian 
groups in provincial towns to build 
laces of worship for their communi- 
ies. Requests for erecting non-Moslem 
places of worship frequently had been 
delayed or ignored in the past. As a 
result of the new order, a Jewish syna- 
gogue will rise on Moharrem Street in 
Alexandria, three Coptic Orthodox 
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churches at Kafr el-Sheikh and Mit 
Bishar in the Nile Delta, and at Port 
Fuad on the Suez Canal, a Coptic 
Catholic church at Luxor in Upper 
Egypt, and a Latin (Roman Catholic) 
church and convent in Kafr-el-Zayat 
in the Nile Delta. In addition, two 
half-completed churches—one Coptic 
and the other Protestant—whose per- 
— had been revoked will be fin- 
shed. 


PROTEST AGAIN OVER 
IMPRISONED AMERICANS 

WASHINGTON, D.C. (EP) — The 
U. S. State Department has issued a 
new public protest against the con- 
tinued detention by the Chinese Com- 
munists of 33 American citizens. 
Twenty-one of the Americans held in 
China are missionaries, 13 of them 
Roman Catholic and eight Protestant. 

The State Department said that it 
was “very seriously concerned over the 
continued imprisonment, deten- 
tion and maltreatment of American 
citizens in Communist China,” and 
pointed out that some of the Ameri- 
cans “have been imprisoned for two 
ears.” Noting that its efforts on be- 
alf of the detained American citizens 
have thus far proved unsuccessful, the 
State Department declared that it 
“will not overlook any possibility of 
obtaining the release of all the Ameri- 
cans unjustly imprisoned by the Chin- 
ese Communists or denied the right 
to leave Communist China.” 


LAST EMPLOYEE TO REMEMBER 
MOODY RETIRES 

CHICAGO (EP)—A pee Bible In- 
stitute employee who has piled up the 
longest years of service on record at 
MBI has just retired. She is Miss Ger- 
trude Germann, Moodyanna hostess, 
who has completed 55 years of service. 
Moodyanna is the Institute’s museum 
containing historical relics of the 
founder, D. L. Moody. Miss Germann 
was the last living employee-link to 
D. L. Moody, under whom she worked 
before his death in 1899. 

Miss Germann came to the Insti- 
tute directly from high school. Down 
through the years she has been a 
friend to many of the 56,000 students 
from all over the world, who have 
trained at the great “West Point” of 
Christian service. She will continue to 
reside in Chicago.
